one of the chief aubjectsjofotiicial discussion 
during his brief stay in London. 
Consul General, called Yung Linng Hwang, 
has just heen planted déwn ia N 
land by the Chinese Covernmont.

© Tts dogyed that does it” -xuna the wise 
old:ssying of the Yorkshire tykes and it was 
dogged perseverance in tho fate of almost 
insuperable dificulties which exabled Liout, 
Shackleton, R.N.R., to plant the British 
flag ot ao spot 88 degrees §, 23 min, E. on 
the 26th ‘of Deoomber. - Lieut. Shackleton, 
who, we believe, was formerly an officer in 
the service of the P. and ©. Company, was 
second in command of the expedition which 
Qormander Scott lead to the Antarotio a 
few years ago, andthe story of their perils, 
adventures, and tho partial achiovemont of 
their object is admirably tald in ‘+The 
Voyage of the Discovery,” On reading 
thoss thrilling pages tho ‘average man 
would naturally come to the conclusion 
that the men: who suffered the privations 
and discomforts which that book describes 
would have had enough of Antarctic. ex- 
ploration to last them for the rest of their 
lives. But the Lure of the Unknown 
exerts a3 great a fascination over.the hearts 
of men in the twentieth century as it did 
in the day-dawn of history when Ulysses 
set out’ on his voyaging, and the Phesni- 
cians penetrated to Ultima Thule in quost 
of strange things whorowith on thoir return 
to startle the minds of home-keeping 
youths, So Shackleton triod again and 
this timo has nearly succeeded in reaching 
the goal of his hopes.

HONGKONG POST OFFICE 
CLERK CHARGID. 


Alleged Remnovat or Stamps. 


William Nuttall, a: a ‘youth employed as 8 
clerk in the Registration Department of 
tho Hongkong Post Office, was charged at 
the Magistracy to-day, before Mr J. H. 
Komp, with fraudulently removing stamps 
from nine parcals on the 29th instant, 

Mr Bowley prosecuted, and. Mr ‘Gold- 
ring was for the defence. 

Mr Bowley, opening the caso, said the 
defendant waaaslerk in the Parcol Dopart- 
ment of the Hongkong Gonoral Post 
Office, whore ho had been employed for 
two or threo pears. Tt was his duty to 
receive parcels handed in by the public 
after they had hoon stamped. Tho dofen- 
dant had nothing whatever to do with the 
sale of stamps, which were sold by a Chi- 
nesoshroft, The Chinese shroff weighed 
the pareela, toldthe poster what the duty 
was, sold tho necessary stamps and after 
the stamps had been affixed, the parcel 
was handed to the’ counter derk. For 
every parce) the counter clork received 
there was a recoip6 given which had, a 
counter-foil, Tho counter clork had to fill 
up the receipt ond counter-foil and then 
had to puta poslage mark on the receipt,. 
which was given to the porson posting tho 
parcel, At the same time he had to put 

29 Post Office stamp on the ‘counter- 
foil and oblitemto all the stamps on 
thea parcel sa that they could not be 
used ‘again, Aller that either the same 
clerk or one of the others had to enter 
the particulars of the parcel in what was 
called the Journal, & separate Journal being 
kept for each country to which tho parcels 
wore sent. There “was, therefore, a full 
check on every parcel postad. If the mail 
was being closcdat once the psrcels were 

acked in a box and despatched, after 
javing been checked. Tf the mail was not 
going to be closed that day the parcels wore 
pri in a safe foreach country. On Friday 
st there wero a number of mails being 
closed, including the English mail, which 
carried the gront majority of the paroels, 
the Calcutta misil, and also the australian 
mail, which, however, did not close until 
Saturday. Tho defendant was on duty on 
Friday from 9 o'clock until he mus suapend- 
ed in the afternoon, and- ‘during that time 
he was oither engaged i in giving receipts 
for parcels or ols in entering parcels in 
the Journals. In. particular. he was in 
charge of what was called the Iondon 
Insured Parcels. Mr Martin, the superin- 
tendent of the Registration Department 
branch, on that day noticed that one of the 
pce boxes, wiich turned out to bo the 
ondon Lasured Parcels,’ was not socurely 
fastened, and hodrew attentiontait.. The 
box. rome ‘Te-oponed, sud ‘in. répacking. it 
was discovered thata numb 
wero deficiént in postage, The counter 
derk was responsible to see thatthe proper 
staraps were affixed, and it-wasthe rule in 
the Post Office if the stamps vere found 
to be insufficient, that the comter-clerk 
was to make up the deficiency: The re- 
packing of this'\London Insured box led 
to tho discovery that three pireels were 
deficient to. tho extent of $4-$1.60 on 
two and $l on the third. It was also 
discoverod that one of the other parcols 
in the box bad upon it a clan dollar 
stomp, having no post mark upon it, 
and it wus clear [from the nppoarance 
of tho stamp thnt it had been: put 
on after the parcel had been post marked. 
It was found that the counter-foil receipte 
for these four parcels wore in defendant's 
hand- writing and that he had alo entered 
them in the joumal, so that apparently ho 
only had handlet them. Tho defendant, 
having been suspended by the Post Master 
Generel, left the Post Office at about four 
o'clock the same afternoon. The :Post 
Master General then ordored all ihe Parcels 
in the office to bo schecked, and it was 
found that there were six parcela in 
the Australia suf, all of which had been 
reeoived by the dofendant. The first of 
these. had no postage stamp upon it and’ 
no postmark. “The postage should have 
bean ono dollar. On the ‘second parcel 
there was one 20 cont starop, instead of 
the proper Postkge. of 50 cents; on. tha 
third'there were no stamps at ll, though 
the postace should have beon $2; on tho 
fourth, of which the postage was $1, there 
were no stamps; on. the fifth there 
were no ‘stamps, the proper : postage 
being $1.50; and on - the: aixth,- of 
which the postigo was $2, ‘there were 
no stampa affixed.  Polico’ Ss Watt 
went to: .defendant’s. house: and charged 
him with removing the stamps, at the same 
tinie asking him if he woul 
searched.
